BUILDING  AND  EQUIPMENT 


Location 

The  College  of  Dentistry  of  the  University  of  Illinois  is  located  in  the 
clinical  center  of  Chicago.  It  is  at  Harrison  and  Honore  Streets,  directly 
opposite  the  Cook  County  Hospital.  Adjoining  it  on  the  north  is  the  University 
of  Illinois  College  of  Medicine  and  on  the  west  the  West  Side  Hospital.  Within 
a  radius  of  a  few  blocks  are  a  majority  of  the  great  metropolitan  hospitals  and 
professional  colleges  and  schools.  It  is  about  fifteen  minutes'  ride  from  the 
Union  Loop,  or  down-town  district,  by  either  the  Garfield  Park  branch  of  the 
Metropolitan  elevated  line,  or  the  Harrison  Street  surface  cars. 

College  Building 

The  college  occupies  a  separate  five-story  building  with  a  frontage  of  100 
feet  on  Harrison  Street  and  100  feet  on  Honore  Street.  The  entering  student 
registers  in  the  business  office  which  is  on  the  first  floor  of  the  Medical  building. 
The  building  has  ample  space  for  laboratories,  operating  rooms  for  the  several 
clinics,  amphitheaters  for  general  assemblies,  classes  and  student  activities,  reci- 
tation rooms,  and  rest-rooms  for  women  and  for  men.  Its  equipment  is  modern 
and  scientific.  In  addition  to  the  accommodations  in  the  main  college  building, 
many  of  the  facilities  of  the  College  of  Medicine  are  available  to  students  of 
dentistry,  as  the  colleges  are  allied.    The  two  faculties  are  associated. 

Infirmary 

A  large  part  of  the  third  and  fourth  year  courses  is  devoted  to  clinical 
dentistry  and  for  this  purpose  an  infirmary  is  provided,  which  occupies  the  entire 
top  floor  of  the  main  building.  The  room  is  lighted  by  windows  on  three  sides 
and  by  skylights  overhead,  so  that  all  work  may  be  done  by  daylight.  Adjoining 
the  infirmary  are  the  superintendent's  office  and  the  therapeutic  laboratory.  All 
sterilization  and  preparation  for  therapeutic  and  root  canal  work  are  supervised 
by  registered  nurses.  There  are  always  more  applicants  for  dental  services  than 
can  be  accommodated. 

Library 

The  medical  library  is  located  in  the  Research  building,  the  dental  library  in 
the  Medical  building  which  adjoins  the  College  of  Dentistry;  both  are  available 
for  the  use  of  dental  students.  In  the  two  libraries  there  are  over  38,001  volumes 
including  a  comprehensive  collection  of  works  on  dental  and  allied  subjects.  All 
standard  dental  journals  are  kept  on  file  and  there  is  a  representative  collection 
of  works  in  literature,  standard  and  modern.  The  libraries,  in  charge  of  two 
librarians  and  an  assistant,  are  open  from  9  a.  m.  to  5  p.  m.,  and  room  is  provided 
for  students  desirous  of  employing  their  study  periods  in  either  library. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION 

An  applicant  for  admission  to  the  University  who  is  not  a  legal  resident  of 
Illinois  is  required  to  present  with  his  application  for  admission  to  any  of  the 
colleges  or  schools  of  the  University,  except  as  an  unclassified  student  or  as  a 
student  in  the  Graduate  School,  satisfactory  evidence  that  he  maintained  at  the 
school  or  college  which  he  last  attended  prior  to  seeking  entrance  to  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois  a  full  schedule  of  studies  with  a  scholastic  average  at  least  ten 
per  cent  above  the  passing  grade  of  such  school  or  college.  In  case  of  records 
which  are  not  kept  in  numerical  grades  but  in  literal  or  other  systems  of  grad- 
ing, this  requirement  will  be  interpreted  to  mean  an  average  of  one  grade  above 
the  passing  grade;  e.g.,  in  a  system  of  A,  B,  C  and  D,  with  D  as  the  passing 
grade,  the  average  must  be  C. 

An  applicant  for  admission  to  the  College  of  Dentistry  must  be  at  least  17 
years  of  age.    Women  are  admitted  on  the  same  terms  as  men. 

For  admission  to  the  College  of  Dentistry  candidates  must  present: 

1.  Fifteen  units  of  high-school  work  in  acceptable  subjects  as  outlined  in 
paragraph  one  below. 

2.  Two  years  of  predental  work  in  a  college  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  as 
indicated  in  paragraph  two  below.

High-School  Graduation 

A  candidate  for  admission  by  certificate  must  be  a  graduate  of  an  accredited 
high  school  or  other  accredited  school,  with  fifteen  units  in  acceptable  subjects. 
By  acceptable  subjects  are  meant  the  subjects  included  in  Lists  A,  B  and  C, 
above ;  not  more  than  four  units  may  be  chosen  from  List  C. 

An  applicant  who  has  attended  but  who  has  not  been  graduated  from  an 
accredited  school  must  pass  entrance  examinations  in  the  following  subjects, 
amounting  to  5  units  : 


aGreek  and  Roman  history,  1  unit;  medieval  and  modern  history,  1  unit;  English  history, 
^  or  1   unit;  American  history,   ^  or  1  unit. 

2The  subjects  named  in  List  C  must  be  taught  in  accordance  with  specifications  which  are 
set  forth  in  the  High-School  Manual.

8To  receive  credit  in  applied  music  (voice,  piano,  violin),  a  student  must  offer  at  the 
same  time  one  unit  in  theoretical  music,  and  must  have  had  two  years  of  high-school 
music  prior  to  taking  the  course   offered  for  credit.

Methods  of  Admission 

High-school  credit  will  be  accepted  by  certificate  from  the  following  sources : 

(1)  From  high  schools  and  academies  in  the  State  of  Illinois  which  are 
accredited  to  the  University  of  Illinois. 

(2)  From  schools  accredited  by  the  North  Central  Association  of  Colleges 
and  Secondary  Schools. 

(3)  From  schools  accredited  to  the  state  universities  which  are  included  in 
the  membership  of  the  North  Central  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools. 

(4)  From  high  schools  and  academies  registered  by  the  Regents  of  the 
University  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

(5)  From  schools  approved  by  the  New  England  College  Entrance  Cer- 
tificate Board. 

(6)  From  schools  accredited  by  the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools. 

(7)  From  the  state  normal  schools  of  Illinois  and  other  normal  schools 
having  equal  requirements  for  graduation. 

Entrance  credits  may  be  made  by  examination : 

(1)  In  the  examinations  conducted  by  the  Registrar  of  the  University  at  the 
University  in  Urbana  in  January,  July  and  September  of  each  year. 

(2)  In  the  examinations  conducted  by  the  Registrar  of  the  University  at  the 
College  of  Medicine  in  September  of  each  year. 

(3)  In  the  examinations  conducted  by  the  Registrar  of  the  University  about 
March  15,  June  15,  August  25  and  December  15  in  each  year  at  the  College  of 
Medicine  in  Chicago. 

(4)  In  the  examinations  conducted  in  June  of  each  year  by  the  College 
Entrance  Examination  Board. 

(5)  In  the  examinations  conducted  by  the  Regents  of  the  University  of  the 
State  of  New  York. 

2.  The  Requirement  in  Liberal  Arts  and 
Sciences 

In  addition  to  the  high-school  requirement  indicated  above,  an  applicant 
must  present  two  years  of  work  in  an  approved  college  of  liberal  arts  and 
sciences,  comprising  not  less  than  60  semester  hours,  and  including  prescribed 
subjects  as  follows:

It  is  recommended  that  the  candidate  for  entrance  secure  sixty  hours  of 
credits  distributed  as  outlined  on  page  17  so  that  he  may  be  eligible  for  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science  upon  the  successful  completion  of  his  second  year 
in  the  College  of  Dentistry. 

Admission  to  Advanced  Standing 

Students  who  meet  the  requirements  for  admission  to  the  University  of 
Illinois  and  who  have  studied  dentistry  for  not  less  than  one  year  in  any  college 
accredited  to  the  University  of  Illinois,  may  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing. 
Such  students,  however,  will  be  required  to  comply  with  all  the  conditions  of  the 
curriculum  of  the  College  of  Dentistry. 

Graduates  of  colleges  of  medicine  accredited  to  the  University  of  Illinois 
may  be  admitted  to  the  College  of  Dentistry  and  given  credit  for  one  year  in 
time  and  for  all  satisfactorily  completed  courses  which  are  required  by  the 
College. 

Students  presenting  sufficient  credits  applicable  to  the  first-year  curriculum 
in  addition  to  those  required  for  entrance  may  enter  at  the  beginning  of  the 
second  semester  of  the  first  year. 

Students  holding  credits  other  than  those  listed  above  should  communicate 
with  the  Dean  for  further  information. 

Record  of  Dental  Work 

A  letter  of  honorable  dismissal  and  a  transcript  of  record  are  required  in 
all  cases  where  there  has  been  previous  attendance  in  a  dental  school. 

Admission  of  Unclassified  Students 

A  person  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  over,  who  has  met  in  full  the  require- 
ments for  admission  as  determined  in  the  usual  way  by  the  Registrar,  or  who 
is  a  graduate  of  a  recognized  College  of  Dentistry,  may  be  admitted  on  approval 
of  the  Dean,  as  an  unclassified  student,  to  take  a  partial  schedule  of  work.  Fees 
are  prorated  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  work  taken. 

Requirements  for  Graduation 

The  requirements  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery  are  as 
follows : 

1.  Completion  of  the  work  of  the  curriculum  with  a  grade  of  C  or  better  in 
at  least  three-fourths  of  the  work  leading  to  the  degree. 

2.  Settlement  of  all  obligations  to  the  University.

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Honors 

A  chapter  of  Omicron  Kappa  Upsilon,  a  national  honorary  dental  fraternity, 
was  organized  in  the  College  of  Dentistry  in  1928. 

Dental  students  who  on  completion  of  their  dental  course  have  a  grade  of 
scholarship  ranking  them  in  the  highest  twelve  per  cent  of  their  class  are  eligible 
for  membership. 

License  to  Practice  in  England 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  in  Dental  Surgery,  the 
Council  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  in  London,  has  added  the  College  of 
Dentistry  of  the  University  of  Illinois  to  the  list  of  dental  schools  recognized  by 
the  College.  This  recognition  implies  that  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  will 
exempt  graduates  in  dental  surgery  of  the  University  of  Illinois  from  the  Pre- 
liminary Science  Examination  for  License  in  Dental  Surgery,  and  will  accept 
such  parts  of  the  curriculum  for  the  License  as  are  completed  in  the  College  of 
Dentistry  of  the  University  of  Illinois  toward  the  curriculum  of  studies  required 
for  a  license.

Six-Year  Combined  Course 

Students,  who  have  completed,  prior  to  admission  to  the  College  of  Dentistry, 
two  full  years  of  work  in  a  recognized  college  of  liberal  arts  and  sciences,  in- 
cluding prescribed  subjects  as  given  below,  may  receive  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science  upon  the  completion  of  the  first  two  years  in  the  College  of  Dentistry; 
and  upon  the  completion  of  two  additional  years  in  the  College  of  Dentistry 
they  will  receive  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Dental  Surgery.

GRADUATE  WORK  IN  MEDICINE  AND 
DENTISTRY 

ADMISSION 

Admission  to  the  Graduate  School  may  be  granted  to  graduates  of  institu- 
tions whose  requirements  for  the  bachelor's  degree  are  substantially  equivalent 
to  those  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  and  to  applicants  from  other  institutions 
approved  by  the  Executive  Faculty,  as  hereinafter  provided.  Admission  to  the 
Graduate  School  does  not,  however,  imply  admission  to  candidacy  for  an  ad- 
vanced degree,  and  gives  no  right  or  claim  to  be  so  admitted.  Such  candidacy 
is  determined  by  the  faculty  after  the  student  has  demonstrated  by  his  work 
work  here,  for  from  two  to  five  months,  that  he  has  ability  to  do  major  work 
of  graduate  character.  A  mere  accumulation  of  "credits"  or  "grades"  is  not 
sufficient. 

Admission  to  graduate  courses  may  be  granted  only  to  those  who  have  had 
the  requisite  undergraduate  work  in  those  courses  or  departments.  But  a  student 
of  mature  age  who  satisfies  the  Director  and  the  department  concerned  of  his 
ability  to  pursue  graduate  work  in  a  given  line  may  be  enrolled  in  particular 
graduate  courses,  without  reference  to  a  degree,  and  permitted  to  carry  on  such 
study  or  investigation  under  the  direction  of  a  department  of  the  University  as 
the  department  shall  recommend  and  the  Dean  approve. 

Application  blanks  for  admission  may  be  secured  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Committee  on  Graduate  Work  in  Medicine  and  Dentistry.  Every  applicant  must 
submit  with  his  application  for  admission  an  official  transcript  of  his  college 
record. 

REGISTRATION  AND  PROGRAM  OF  STUDY 

The  following  regulations  concerning  registration  and  program  of  studies 
are  laid  out  primarily  for  first-year  students.  Second-year  and  third-year  grad- 
uate students  fill  out  their  programs  irrespective  of  the  unit  value  of  courses, 
according  to  their  needs,  under  the  advice  of  their  instructors. 

Registration. — Each  graduate  student  must  register  at  the  beginning  of  each 
semester. 

The  registration  of  a  new  student  may  be  accepted  at  any  time  provided  the 
student  is  prepared  to  take  up  courses  actually  under  way.  Credit  towards  the 
fulfillment  of  the  residence  requirement  dates,  however,  from  the  time  of  regis- 
tration and  not  from  the  beginning  of  the  semester  or  year  in  which  the  student 
enters.  Registration  will  not  be  permitted  later  in  the  year  than  April  1,  except 
in  the  case  of  students  who  expect  to  continue  through  the  summer  session,  or 
are  returning  to  complete  a  year's  work  which  has  been  interrupted  by  unavoid- 
able circumstances.  No  student  is  permitted  to  attend  any  University  course  in 
which  he  is  not  registered. 

The  first  registration,  or  that  on  entrance,  is  permitted  only  after  the  stu- 
dent's application  for  admission  to  the  Graduate  School,  setting  forth  his  educa- 
tional attainments,  has  been  duly  approved. 

Seniors  and  Graduate  Study. — If  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  of 
his  senior  year  a  student,  who  has  been  in  residence  at  least  one  year,  is  within 
five  hours  of  a  bachelor's  degree,  he  may  be  permitted  to  register  for  courses

which  may  count  for  residence  for  a  master's  degree;  provided  his  program  does 
not  require  more  than  twelve  formal  class,  lecture,  or  laboratory  exercises  a 
week,  and  is  approved  by  the  Dean  at  the  time  of  registration.  Only  students  of 
excellent  record  will  be  allowed  this  privilege. 

Failures. — A  graduate  student  who  fails  in  any  course  in  his  major  subject 
cannot  secure  his  degree  in  the  same  year  in  which  the  failure  occurred.  No 
condition   examinations  are  given  graduate  students. 

Students  on  the  Staff. — Assistants  and  others  on  the  University  staff  who 
undertake  to  do  graduate  work  are  permitted  to  take  an  amount  of  work  deter- 
mined by  the  terms  of  their  employment.  Such  a  student,  if  required  by  his  en- 
gagements to  teach  more  than  five  classes  a  week  or  to  have  laboratory  work  or 
supervision  exceeding  ten  hours  a  week,  may  not  receive  his  master's  degree  at 
the  end  of  one  year,  nor  his  doctor's  degree  at  the  end  of  three. 

Residence  and  Work  Done  Elsewhere. — Continuous  residence  and  study  are 
required  of  all  members  of  the  Graduate  School,  unless  they  are  granted  leave 
of  absence  by  the  Director,  upon  recommendation  of  the  professor  in  charge  of 
their  work,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  on  elsewhere  studies  or  investigations 
in  the  line  of  work  for  their  degrees. 

Members  of  the  staff  who  have  done  graduate  work  in  approved  institutions 
elsewhere  may  secure  credit  not  to  exceed  four  units  towards  the  master's  degree 
by  passing  examinations  in  that  work.  They  may  complete  the  work  for  the 
degree  by  securing  at  least  four  units  more  while  registered  in  the  Graduate 
School  for  not  less  than  one  academic  year. 

Withdrawal. — If  after  registration  a  graduate  student  wishes  to  withdraw 
from  any  course  or  to  add  other  work,  he  must  first  secure  the  necessary  papers 
from  the  Director's  office.  If  he  wishes  to  withdraw  from  the  University  he 
must  get  clearance  papers  at  the  Director's  office. 

DEGREES 
The  Degree  of  Master  of  Science 

Character  of  Master's  Degree. — The  master's  degree  conferred  depends  upon 
the  character  of  the  bachelor's  degree.  The  usual  practice  is  that  A.M.  shall 
follow  A.B.,  and  that  M.S.  shall  follow  B.S.  However,  this  practice  may  be 
departed  from  in  cases  where  the  undergraduate  course  of  study  was  of  a  kind 
for  which  some  reputable  institutions  in  this  country  give  A.B.,  while  others 
give  B.S. 

Amount  of  Work  Required. — Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Arts 
or  Master  of  Science  are  required  to  do  at  least  one  full  year's  work  in  resi- 
dence, including  a  thesis.  By  this  is  meant  from  four  to  five  unit  courses  each 
semester,  or  their  equivalent.  A  unit  course  is  one  which  requires  ten  hours  of 
time  a  week  through  one  semester,  or  fifteen  hours  of  time  a  week  through  the 
summer  quarter  of  twelve  weeks,  irrespective  of  the  mode  of  distribution  of 
that  time  in  class  work,  laboratory  work,  and  private  study.  Four  such  courses 
or  their  equivalent  constitute  a  full  minimum  program  for  one  semester,  and 
eight  such  courses,  or  their  equivalent,  constitute  the  minimum  formal  year's 
work  accepted  for  a  master's  degree.  Only  first-rate  students  are  permitted  to 
secure  a  degree  with  this  minimum  program. 

Unless  otherwise  permitted,  every  student  must  take  each  semester  at  least 
one  course  open  to  graduate  students  only  (courses  numbered  100  and  upwards). 
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In  the  first  year  of  his  graduate  study  each  student  is  required  to  attend  a 
minimum  of  four  formal  class,  lecture,  or  laboratory  exercises  a  week.  In  no 
case  is  he  permitted  during  his  course  to  attend  more  than  twelve  a  week,  with- 
out permission. 

Grades. — Students'  work  is  graded  in  five  classes,  A,  B,  C,  D  and  E.  The 
last  indicates  a  failure.    D  indicates  unsatisfactory,  though  passable,  work. 

A  student  who  receives  two  units  of  a  grade  below  B  during  his  first  year  of 
graduate  work  may  not  complete  the  first  year  of  residence  by  carrying  the 
minimum  program  of  eight  units  for  the  master's  degree.  Three  units  of  a  grade 
below  B  disqualify  a  student  as  a  candidate  for  a  degree. 

A  failure  or  absence  from  examination  in  any  course  may  prevent  the  con- 
ferring of  the  degree;  and,  as  already  indicated,  failure  in  any  course  in  the 
major  field  precludes  the  conferring  of  the  degree  in  the  same  year. 

Majors  and  Minors. — A  candidate  for  a  master's  degree  may  do  all  his  work 
in  one  subject,  or  he  may  select  a  major  and  one  minor,  or  a  major  and  two 
minors.  A  major  or  minor  denotes  the  field  of  knowledge  of  a  department,  or 
such  part  thereof  as  constitutes  a  separate  and  independent  division  of  that  field. 
For  a  master's  degree  a  major  is  at  least  half  the  work,  or  a  minimum  of  four 
units,  for  one  year.  Less  than  one  unit  may  not  be  counted  as  satisfying  the 
requirements  of  a  minor  without  the  approval  of  the  department  concerned. 

Foreign  Language. — The  ability  to  use  one  or  more  of  the  modern  languages 
ordinarily  studied  in  the  undergraduate  curriculum  is  expected  of  all  candidates 
for  the  master's  degree,  and  in  some  lines  of  study  is  required.  On  this  matter 
students  should  consult  the  heads  of  the  departments  in  which  their  major  sub- 
jects lie. 

Master's  Thesis. — Each  candidate  for  a  master's  degree  is  required  to  pre- 
sent a  thesis  on  some  subject  approved  by  the  professor  in  charge  of  his  major 
work  and  the  Executive  Faculty  of  the  Graduate  School.  Such  approval,  except 
in  the  case  of  students  working  for  master's  degrees  in  summer  sessions  only 
must  be  secured  and  the  subject  of  the  thesis  filed  at  the  office  of  the  Graduate 
School  not  later  than  the  beginning  of  the  second  half  year  of  residence.  The 
requirement  of  a  thesis  may  be  waived,  however,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  head  of  the  department  in  which  the  student  is  doing  his  major  work  and 
the  approval  of  the  Director,  provided  application  to  waive  the  thesis  is  made 
at  the  time  for  announcing  thesis  subjects.  A  student  excused  from  writing 
a  thesis  must  replace  it  with  additional  courses  of  instruction. 

No  one  will  be  excused  from  writing  a  thesis  unless  one-half  of  his  pro- 
gram of  studies  consists  of  courses  numbered  100  and  upwards. 

The  thesis  required  from  a  candidate  for  a  master's  degree  ordinarily  will 
demand  one-fourth  of  the  student's  time  and  may  not  exceed  one-third  of  it. 
The  thesis  must  be  typewritten,  on  "thesis-paper,"1  and  the  title  page  must  be 
printed.  The  thesis  in  its  final  form,  together  with  a  certificate  of  approval  by 
the  proper  officer,  must  be  sent  by  the  professor  in  charge  to  the  Dean's  office  at 
least  two  weeks  before  the  date  on  which  the  degree  is  to  be  conferred.  No 
article  prepared  for  another  use,  or  previously  published,  will  be  accepted  as  a 
thesis. 


*No  other  will  be  accepted  by  the  Dean.  "Instructions  for  the  Preparation  of  Theses" 
may  be  obtained  at  the  Secretary's  Office,  Room  309,  Research  Laboratory  and  Library 
Building. 
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Under  proper  conditions  a  student  may  be  permitted  to  complete  the  last 
fourth  of  his  work,  if  devoted  to  his  thesis,  under  leave  of  absence  for  a  period 
not  to  exceed  the  equivalent  of  two  semesters.  To  get  such  permission  the 
student  must  have  secured  proper  credit  for  at  least  six  units ;  must  petition 
for  the  privilege ;  must  submit  to  the  Dean  an  outline  of  the  proposed  investiga- 
tion, approved  by  the  head  of  his  major  department ;  and  must  submit  satisfac- 
tory evidence  that  adequate  facilities  are  available  to  him  at  the  place  where  he 
intends  to  do  the  proposed  work.  Approval  on  all  these  points  must  be  ob- 
tained one  collegiate  year  before  the  thesis  is  due.  Immediately  following  ap- 
proval the  student  must  register  and  pay  an  incidental  fee  of  $20.00. 

Applications  for  Degrees. — Each  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Master  of 
Arts  or  Master  of  Science  shall  file  an  application  for  the  degree  on  a  blank 
provided  for  the  purpose,  to  be  had  at  the  Secretary's  office. 

The  Degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy 

Major  and  Minor  Subjects. — A  member  of  the  Graduate  School  who  de- 
sires to  become  a  candidate  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  is  required 
to  pursue  a  major  subject  in  the  department  in  which  his  research  lies.  He  is 
also  required  to  choose  one  minor  subject,  or  he  may  choose  two.  If  one  minor 
only  is  chosen  it  must  be  taken  in  a  department  of  study  other  than  that  of  the 
major,  and  credit  for  it  may  be  earned  by  work  representing  not  less  than  four 
units,  or  one-sixth  of  the  total  residence  required  for  the  doctorate.  If  two 
minors  are  chosen,  one  must  be  a  subject  closely  related  to  the  major.  With  the 
approval  of  the  adviser  it  may  be  a  division  of  the  major  field  of  study.  If  the 
second  minor  is  outside  the  department  of  major  study,  it  may  be  satisfied  by 
work  representing  not  less  than  two  units  or  one-fourth  of  a  year  of  residence. 

Except  by  special  permission  of  the  Dean  the  preliminary  examination  in 
major  and  minor  subjects  may  not  be  taken  until  the  minor  work  has  been  done. 

Method  of  Computing  Residence. — Credit  for  a  full  year  of  graduate  work 
means  that  the  student  has  during  that  time  devoted  all  his  working  time  and 
energy  to  study  of  a  graduate  grade.  After  the  first  year  of  residence  credit 
is  not  recorded  in  units,  and  there  is  no  fixed  correspondence  between  credit  and 
course  as  in  undergraduate  work.  Thus  it  is  possible  for  a  second-year  student 
to  devote  all  his  time  to  one  course  and  his  research;  and  for  a  third-year 
student  to  devote  all  his  time  to  his  research  work  alone. 

Period  of  Study. — The  minimum  period  of  study  required  for  securing  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  is  three  years,  during  which  the  student  is  re- 
quired to  devote  all  his  working  time  to  his  studies.  All  three  years  must  be 
spent  in  residence  at  some  accredited  educational  institution,  and  either  the  first 
two  or  the  last  one  of  the  three  must  be  spent  at  the  University  of  Illinois. 
The  degree  is  conferred,  however,  not  for  residence,  during  a  certain  period,  but 
for  scholarly  attainments  and  power  of  investigation,  as  proved  by  theses  and 
examinations. 

Work  Done  in  Other  Universities. — Credit  for  graduate  work  done  in  other 
universities  is  not  "transferred."  However,  it  may  be  accepted  on  examination 
as  equivalent  to  resident  work  at  the  University  of  Illinois,  provided  the  institu- 
tion in  which  it  was  done  is  of  high  standing. 
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EXAMINATIONS 

Preliminary. — A.  In  major  and  minors. — Toward  the  end  of  his  second  year 
of  study,  or  by  special  permission,  at  the  beginning  of  his  third  year,  the  candi- 
date for  the  degree  must  submit  to  a  preliminary  examination,  in  order  to  deter- 
mine whether  he  will  be  accepted  as  a  candidate  for  the  degree  in  the  following 
year.  This  examination  is  intended  to  test  the  student's  knowledge  of  the  fields 
of  his  major  and  minor  subjects  of  study  only.  It  is  partly  oral,  and  may  be 
wholly  so. 

The  student  will  not  be  admitted  to  his  preliminary  examination  until  the 
faculty  is  satisfied  that  he  has  finished  substantially  the  equivalent  of  two  years' 
graduate  work.  He  must  do  a  full  year's  graduate  work  between  his  preliminary 
examination  and  the  completion  of  his  work  for  the  doctorate. 

B.  In  Languages. — The  candidate  will  be  required  to  demonstrate  his  ability 
to  read  French  and  German  and  other  languages  needed  in  his  work.  This  test 
of  proficiency  in  the  use  of  French  and  German  must  be  passed  before  the  stu«- 
dent  is  admitted  to  the  preliminary  examination  in  major  and  minor  subjects. 

Final  Examination. — At  least  two  weeks  before  the  time  when  the  degree  is 
conferred,  the  candidate  must  submit  to  a  final  examination,  given  by  a  commit- 
tee appointed  by  the  Dean.  This  examination  is  primarily  on  the  research  work 
of  the  student,  as  embodied  in  his  thesis,  but  is  not  confined  to  that.  It  extends 
to  the  whole  field  of  study  of  the  candidate.  It  will  not  be  confined  to  the  courses 
which  the  candidate  has  attended  in  the  University  of  Illinois  only,  if  he  has 
done  part  of  the  work  elsewhere;  nor  even  to  the  field  covered  by  the  courses, 
specifically  taken  in  this  or  other  universities;  but  will  be  so  conducted  as  to 
determine  whether  the  candidate  has  a  satisfactory  grasp  of  his  major  subject  as 
a  whole,  and  a  general  acquaintance  with  the  fields  of  knowledge  represented 
by  his  course  of  study. 

The  final  examination  may  not  be  divided.  The  examination  must  be  taken 
all  at  one  time  though  it  requires  several  sessions. 

If  after  having  passed  his  preliminary  examination,  he  fails  in  the  third 
year  of  his  study  to  meet  the  expectations  of  the  professors  in  charge  of  his 
work,  or  in  any  way  fails  to  maintain  the  standard  of  scholarship  and  power  of 
research  expected  of  him,  he  may  be  refused  admission  to  the  final  examination. 

Other  Examinations. — Before  the  candidate  is  admitted  to  the  final  exam- 
ination and  the  defense  of  his  thesis,  he  may  be  required  to  take  any  other 
examination,  oral  or  written,  that  is  thought  proper  by  the  various  departments 
in  which  he  has  studied. 

The  above  examinations  are  in  addition  to  those  in  the  courses  for  which 
the  student  is  registered.  These  must  be  taken  at  times  for  which  they  are  set 
in  the  examination  schedule. 

Thesis. — The  power  of  independent  research  must  be  shown  by  the  pro- 
duction of  a  thesis  on  some  topic  connected  with  the  major  subject  of  study. 
The  candidate  is  expected  to  defend  his  thesis  or  dissertation  before  the  memK 
bers  of  the  faculty,  or  as  many  of  them  as  may  wish  to  question  him  about  it,  in 
connection  with  his  final  examination. 

The  subject  of  the  thesis  should  be  chosen  not  later  than  the  end  ofl  thqf 
second  year  of  residence  and  must  be  submitted  for  formal  approval  by  the 
faculty  not  later  than  six  weeks  from  the  beginning  of  his  third  year  of  resi- 
dence. 
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A  typewritten  copy  of  the  complete  thesis,  on  thesis  paper*  and  in  final 
form  must  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  for  presentation  to  the  exam- 
ining committee  not  later  than  two  weeks  prior  to  the  final  examination,  and 
not  less  than  four  weeks  before  the  time  when  the  degree  is  conferred.  At  the 
same  time,  the  candidate  must  deposit  with  the  Dean  a  manuscript  of  the  essen- 
tial part,  or  an  abstract,  or  a  digest  of  his  thesis,  in  condition  for  publication  at 
a  cost  not  to  exceed  seventy-five  dollars  ($75).  The  manuscript  must  be  suffi- 
cient to  show  the  method  followed,  the  evidence  used  and  the  conclusions 
reached  in  the  investigation,  and  must  bear  the  approval  of  the  department  and 
the  Executive  Faculty  of  the  Graduate  School. 

The  candidate  must  pay  to  the  Comptroller  before  graduation  the  sum  of 
seventy-five  dollars  ($75)  out  of  which  the  University  will  print  at  least  one 
hundred  copies  of  this  manuscript  for  circulation  by  the  University,  unless  the 
thesis  entire  or  in  abbreviated  form  is  published  by  the  author  or  is  accepted  for 
publication  by  a  standard  journal  or  publisher  within  a  year  from  the  date 
of  graduation.  In  the  latter  event,  and  after  one  hundred  copies  have  been  pre- 
sented to  the  University  by  the  writer,  the  cash  deposit  shall  be  returned  to  him. 

The  typewritten  and  printed  forms  of  the  thesis  must  comply  with  the  regu- 
lations given  in  "instructions  for  the  preparation  of  masters'  and  doctors'  theses," 
copies  of  which  may  be  obtained  at  the  Secretary's  office. 

GRADUATE  SCHOLARSHIPS   AND   FELLOWSHIPS 

A  number  of  scholarships  and  fellowships  have  been  established  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  University.  To  first-year  graduate  students  of  ability  and  prom- 
ise there  are  open  a  number  of  scholarships  with  a  stipend  of  $300  each  and 
freedom  from  tuition,  incidental  and  laboratory  fees.2  To  second-year  and  third- 
year  graduate  students,  that  is,  those  who  have  had  one  or  two  years  of  grad- 
uate study,  there  are  open  fellowships  with  stipends  of  $400  and  $500,  with 
freedom  from  the  above-mentioned  fees.  The  larger  stipends  are  given  only  to 
students  who  are  expected  to  take  their  degrees  within  the  year.  Each  holder*  of 
a  fellowship  or  scholarship  must  pay  the  matriculation  fee  of  ten  dollars,  unless 
he  holds  a  first  degree  from  the  University  of  Illinois,  and  also  the  diploma  fee 
of  ten  dollars  on  receiving  his  diploma. 

Candidates  for  these  scholarships  and  fellowships  must  be  graduates  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  or  colleges  or  universities  having  equivalent  requirements 
for  bachelors'  degrees. 

Application  must  be  made  on  blanks  to  be  obtained  from  the  Dean  of  the 
Graduate  School.  These  application  forms  should  be  sent  to  the  Dean  of  the 
Graduate  School  as  early  as  possible  in  February  of  the  academic  year  preceding 
that  for  which  the  fellowship  is  desired.  No  application  will  be  considered  if 
received  later  than  March  first,  until  after  April  fifteenth,  the  date  when  ap- 
pointees from  the  first  list  of  applicants  must  accept  or  refuse  their  appoint- 
ments. 

Persons  appointed  are  notified  on  April  first  and  must  send  the  Secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  notice  of  their  acceptance  or  refusal  by  April  fifteenth  and 


xNo  other  will  be  accepted  by  the  Dean. 
2Up   to  a  certain  amount. 
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must  agree  that,  if  accepted,  the  appointment  will  not  be  resigned  to  take  a  simi- 
lar one  in  any  other  institution  during  the  year  for  which  it  is  awarded. 

Nominations  to  fellowships  are  made  on  the  grounds  of  worthiness  of  char- 
acter, scholastic  attainments,  and  promise  of  success  in  the  principal  line  of  study 
or  research  to  which  the  candidate  proposes  to  devote  himself.  Scholarships  and 
fellowships  are  not  given  to  candidates  who  are  over  thirty  years  of  age  at  the: 
time  when  the  appointment  is  to  be  made. 

An  appointment  as  honorary  fellow,  without  stipend,  may  be  made  as  spec- 
ified for  paid  fellowships  in  the  case  of  one  who  has  shown  distinguished  merit 
in  his  work. 

Fees  and  Expenses. — Except  as  noted  below,  graduate  students  in  medicine 
and  dentistry  pay  fees  as  follows: 

Matriculation  fee   $10.00 

Incidental  fee  (summer  quarter) 20.00 

Students  not  residents  of  Illinois  pay  an  incidental  fee  of 30.00 

Incidental  fee  (semester) 25.00 

Students  not  residents  of  Illinois  pay  each  semester  an  incidental 

fee  of  37.50 

Laboratory  deposit  (each  quarter  or  semester) 15.00 

Diploma  fee   10.00 

For  the  graduate  course  in  orthodontia  in  preparation  for  the  practice  of 
orthodontia  as  a  specialty,  the  yearly  tuition  fee  is  $600,  one-third  payable  at  the 
beginning  of  the  second  semester  in  February,  at  which  time  the  course  opens, 
one-third  in  June  at  the  beginning  of  summer  school,  one-third  in  October,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  first  semester. 

All  graduate  students  who  have  not  matriculated  as  undergraduates  at  the 
University  of  Illinois  pay  the  matriculation  fee  on  entrance. 

All  graduate  students  pay  the  diploma  fee  on  being  recommended  for  their 
degrees. 

No  tuition  or  incidental  fee  is  charged  for  graduate  courses  to  members  of 
the  corps  of  instruction,  or  of  the  staffs  of  the  scientific  bureaus  or  experiment 
stations  who  are  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  nor  for  undergraduate 
courses  on  their  study-lists  if  approved  by  the  heads  of  the  departments  and  by 
the  Dean  of  the  School  as  necessary  or  desirable  for  the  proper  completion  of 
the  work  for  the  degree. 

Each  student  working  in  laboratories  is  required  to  make  a  deposit  of  fifteen 
dollars  to  pay  for  chemicals  and  apparatus  used  and  for  any  breakage  or  dam- 
age. No  charge  or  deposits  for  laboratory  materials  are  required  from  members 
of  the  corps  of  instruction  or  the  scientific  staffs  mentioned  above. 

LIBRARY 

Adequate  library  facilities  are  essential  to  the  prosecution  of  graduate  work 
and  research.  In  the  library  of  the  College  of  Medicine  may  be  found  files  of 
journals,  monographs,  separates,  and  standard  texts  supplying  nearly  every  need.
